The school year just ended has been highly successful. 
Several of our schools have reached a higher point of excellence 
than had previously been attained under the supervision of your 
present school board. In several instances the record of daily 
attendance has been very encoureging. The progress in the 
various branches taught has been remarkably good. In one or 
two schools, perhaps, the resuits were not quite up to our ex- 
pectations; but on the whole our schools are reaching a high- 
er standard and doing better work year by year. 

Your school board is of the opinion that itis a matter of 
strict economy, as well as of the best wisdom, to be liberal in 
school supplies. As a rule, during the whole time of our con- 
nection with the schools, no changes have been made in tex 
books until so many of the old books were practically worn out 
that they would have to be extensively renewed, so that inmost 
instances the changes made have not greatly increased the ex- 
penses of the town and have largely augmented the efficiency 
of the schools. 

This is now true as to our text-books in history and geo- 
graphy. Many of the books are used up, or~nearly so, and 
since these books were introduced much better books have been 
published, so that changes in these branches are imperatively 
demanded—and these changes can be made with economy and 
profit. This and other causes will make our expenses the com- 
ing year for books and supplies somewhat greater than it was 
last year. 
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MILTON FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The wisdom of the law providing Free Public Libraries for 
the towns of New Hampshire grows brighter and brighter year 
by year. The interest which was manifested in the library of 
our own town when first established remains unabated; the 
books are eagerly sought by all classes and especially by the 
young. Its true value is not to be estimated in dollars and 
cents. The library is of course small, but in it science, litera- 
ture, religion, history, biography, adventure, poetry, fiction, 
and works of reference are well represented. The wants of all 
have been regarded, and great care has been used in the selec- 
tions.
